It in- 
volves huge scale de- 
velopment of great industrial 
undertakings, mdre intensive 
‘arrriculture, ond the establish- 
ment of a great shipping or- 
ganisation. 

This ix, at lenst, what has 
heen gathered from a telegram 
received at Geneva by the Inter- 
national Labour office contain- 
ing information from the Chi- 
nese International Department 
on the subject. 

The project concerns a) bie ine 
duatrinl development scheme which 
in to be submitted to the Chinese 
Government shortly. 

It. provides for the development 
of one hundred and twenty million 
hectares (about 250,000,000 acres) 
of Jand at present not used; 

* the construction. of a mercantile 
mnrine of ot least eight million 
tons; 

‘ the extension of the system of 
communication and the means of 
transport; and 

the bullding of new factorien 
throughout the whole of China. 

It is estimated that the carry. 
‘ing out of the scheme would: re: 
quire? 200,000,000 million tons of 
coal, twelve million tons of steel. 

It. is expected that the execation 
of the scheme would occupy a des 
cade,
